“ Why is it there are more 
empty houses in this city than ever before 
at one time, aud houses that tho rents 
realize about three per cent, on the money 
invested; and still people claim we have a 
prosperous town? One hundred families 
have removed away , and the heads of an­ 
other hundred who cr\n not find work to 
buy bread without following waterworks 
builders from town to town, and pay ing 
board and try ing to support their families 
who live here, on the wages they get, 
$1.35 per day .” 


—When the Russian Bear and the Brit- 
^ ish Lion again fight we may expect that 
the fur will fly ; if we may ‘judge by the 
preparations for war made of late y ears 
by these great powers. Russia has grad­ 
ually amassed a magnificent army . In­ 
clusive of her naval forces she has at her 
command fully 
2,488,000 combatants. 
The process of military reorganization 
ha9 been going on chiefly during the past 
twenty -five y ears. The main army is com* 
posed of eight hundred and eighty battaf 
lions, six hundred and eight squadrons 
and three hundred and fifty -two batteries, 
making a total of one million two hundred 
and ninety thousand troops of all arms. 
The reserve army is made up of five hun­ 
dred and twenty -two squadrons, five hun­ 
dred and twenty -nine battalions and one 
hundred and sixteen batteries, forming an 
offensive force of six hundred and sixty - 
four thousand men. These are all ready 
for service at a moment's notice. Dis­ 
patches in the E vening T elegraph to­ 
day clearly indicate that the Czar will 
force a war upon Europe in a few months.

How the Nnt Should be Prepared 
When It Should be Eaten. 
“ There is a big difference in peanuts,” said 
a corner vender the other day . 
“ Some nuts 
are large and look very fine, but they are 
tasteless. No matter how carefully they are 
prepared and how nicely they are roasted, 
they are still lacking in all the essentials of a 
good nut. They are grown on » oil that is de­ 
ficient in some important respect» . 
“ A good roaster, liko a good cook or good 
poet, must be bom with a certain qualifica­ 
tion that cannot be acquired by education. 
Some dealers roast their nuts too much, others 
roast them too little. It they at*o roasted too 
much the oil is destroy ed, and a nut has a 
good deal of oil in it. If they are not roasted 
enough, or if they are roasted over a slow 
fire, the oil is not properly brought out, and 
they are not good; in fact they have a disa­ 
greeable taste. 
“ Some dealers steam them, but that process 
spoils tho good flavor of tho nut. Most of the 
nuts now sold como from Virginia. 
The 
eastern shore nuts are the best. Patrons of 
the peanut often complain that they find the 
kernels of the nut soft and flexible instead of 
being brittle; that is because they have been 
too long roasted. 
“ If.y ou want to get a nut at its best y ou 
should eat it half an hour after it has been 
roasted. They are good for one day , and 
then they become stale. Borne people like 
them hot, but they are bad for tho teeth; 
besides, they have not acquired their proper 
taste. People who are inclined to bo dy spep­ 
tic should not eat many ; it would bo better 
if they didn’t eat them at all. Properly 
roasted peanuts are healthy for healthy peo­ 
ple. An ordinary peanut eater eats one a 
minute, which is too fast. 
“ Yes, I sell a good many to ladies, but they 
don’t cat them on tho street liko men do. In 
fact, a really refined person don’t eat them as 
he walks along the street. Newsboy s and 
bootblacks and roughs do that. If ft man has 
been drinking liquor and don’t wish to have 
tho odor of it on his breath he cannot do let­ 
ter than cat peanuts afterward. 
It is letter 
than eating mint, candy or cloves. Those 
things give him away . 
When y ou smell 
cloves or mint on a man’s breath y ou at once 
suspect him.” —Philadelphia Press.

Of the 8,000 head of stock which 
once the b ay ou b oasted, 0,000 are drowned, 
while remainder will die of thirst, as all the 
water is salt. 
All the people, sav e a few who hav e largo 
stock interests, say they hav e ab andoned the 
place forev er. 
They are descendants of a 
race of people who in the past made John­ 
son’s Bay ou a v ast orange grov e. Frost cunw 
aud ruined them and then they turned to cot­ 
ton and sugar and stock-raising, only to meet 
the fate of their forefathers. 
J. 8. Spencer, one of the inhab itants of the 
place, say s this is the third storm he lias ex­ 
perienced, hav ing b eon through the storm at 
Morgantliaw in June last, and at Indianola 
in August Mr. Spencer was formorly editor 
of the Bloomington (111.) Pantagraph. There 
is no estimating the loss, as there is no way 
of ascertaining the v aluations, hence suffice 
it to say that the towns uro destroy ed and 
ab andoned.

Chicago , Oct la —The Knights of Labor 
have been given credit for a successfully exe­ 
cuted and well-planned 
scheme whereby 
Armour lost seventy of his loyal employee. 
Saturday 
night 
thirty-three men were 
brought here from Milwaukee to work for 
Armour. 
They were given supper, lodging 
and breakfast, and after breakfast Sunday 
morning they astonished their employer by 
leaving the place and taking with them 
seventy other men. 
It has since been ascer­ 
tained that the thirty-three men were mem­ 
bers of the Knights of Labor organization, 
and were acting under order from that body. 
The purpose of the packers now is to picket 
all the approaches to Fackingtown and per­ 
mit no one to approach the packing-house ex­ 
cept those with passes or those known to have 
legitimate business there. 
This will keep out 
all idlers, whether on mischief or curiosity 
bent, and Knights of Labor who would like 
to mingle among the men, sow dissatisfac­ 
tion, and advocate new strikes. 
For some 
time, at least, all the new employes will be 
fed and housed in the several packing-houses, 
and cots and bedding are being carted to them 
now in large quantities. 
If necessary, say 
the p ackers, and as long as necessary, Paek- 
ingtown will be made as a walled fortress, 
and those willing to engage there 
for ten 
hours a day will be protected at any hazard 
and ex p ense. 
The only bloodshed that has occurred so 
far was the wounding in the leg of Lieut. 
Hay , of 
Pinkerton’s 
guards. 
A small tire 
broke out in one of the 
f>acking houses and the 
ieutenant, in running 
into the house, stum­ 
bled and fell; his p is­ 
tol falling out of his 
p ocket, was discharged 
and the 
ball p assed 
through the calf of hs 
LIEUT. HAT. 
leg' making a trouble­ 
some, but not sjrious wound. 
He was taken 
to the hosp ital. 
The striking butchers held a meeting Sun­ 
day afternoon, and, after a p rotracted de­ 
bate, decided that that Morris & Swift’s 
butchers should not be called out, at least for 
the p resent. 
Contrary to his ex p ressed intention, T. P. 
Barry has not y et gone to Detroit. 
Mr. 
Barry said Sunday that he had receiv ed a 
telegram from Mr. Powderly , delegating him 
with full p ower to act,and therefore he would 
not leave now until conclusions were really 
reached. 
Mr. Barry ex p ects to hav e another 
interv iew with some of the p akers soon. 
Sam W. Allertou was asked what he had to 
say about Barry ’s claim that the p ackers 
were holding out on a technicality . 
Barry 
say s the men are willing to work eight hours 
for eight hours’ p ay , and then work as many 
ex tra hours as is necessary . 
Mr. Allerton 
said: 
“ No technical p oint div ides us and our late 
emp loy es. 
It is a serious question of p rin­ 
cip le. 
The result will show whether we can 
run our own business as we see fit, or whether 
our emp loy es will run it and us to. 
But that 
isn’t all. 
We do not want to recognize the 
eight hour day . liecauso the eight hour day 
is a failure so far as we are concerned, and 
we don’t want it forced up on us again until 
it becomes a general thing. 
As forthep res- 
ance of Pinkerton men at the y ards, we were 
obliged to send them there. 
We hav en’t a 
gov ernor nor a sheriff who will p rotect as, 
and we must p rotect ourselves. 
Our inter­ 
ests are too great to be left at the mercy of 
a mob.” 
There were only two incidents at the scene 
of the strike Saturday that served to relieve 
the monotony of the quiet. 
During the fore­ 
noon a body of the strikers captured a wagon 
laden with bread intended for the Pinkerton 
men, and later in the day they captured an­ 
other wagon containing cotg for the men who 
will be imported to work for the Silberhorn 
house. 
The cots they destroyed and they also 
damaged the wagon seriously. 
One of the Pinkerton men, by the name of 
J ames Corcoran, got drunk and fell into the 
hands of a crowd of strikers Friday night, 
and would have fared badly but for the police 
of the Thirty-fifth Street station. 
He was 
locked up. 
Sunday everything was perfectly 
quiet.

T he K nigh ts R evisin g T h eir C onstitu tion 
—C ha nges A ccom p lish ed . 
R ichm ond, Va., Oct. 1$.— Eight hours of 
effective work was done by the Knights of 
Labor convention Saturday. 
Nearly all of 
it was confined to the report of the commit­ 
tee on laws. 
The provision relating- to; state 
assemblies, making it pertniaftabie instead of 
compulsory, was adopted with an amend­ 
ment providing that the district assemblies 
may come into the state assemblies whenever 
and under such conditions as they may agree 
upon. The regulations governing district 
trade unions were adopted. 
It is provided 
that there will be no interference with tnyie 
unions, whether local, state, or national, in 
organization. 
They will remain free and 
independent, 
or 
co-operative 
with 
the 
Knights of Labor. 
The basis for representa­ 
tion to national conventions was fixed a t one 
delegate for every 3,000 members or fraction 
thereof. 
It was provided that the delegates 
to the conv entions shall be paid 4 cents mile­ 
age each way out of the treasury of the na­ 
tional assembly . The per diem and other 
comp ensations to delegates must be met by 
the local assemblies, as now. 
There was a scene in the convention when 
Dick Powers, of Chicago, arose and said he 
was going home, and that there was one man 
whose hand he would not shake because he 
had spoken against Mullen, who is running 
on the Knights of Labor ticket in this dis­ 
trict for congress. 
The member referred to 
is Pike, of Massachusetts, and he has made 
five speeches against Mullen. 
The new scheme of representation reduces 
the number of delegates to one-third of those 
present at this meeting on the present basis 
of membership, but if the order grows as fast 
in the future as it has in the past there will 
be as large a body at Minneapolis as there is 
here. 
The delegates are leaving the city on every 


train. It ¿ i expected that adjournment will 
be reached Monday or Tueeclay night 
Much having been mid about the discontent 
which exists among delegates bo the Knights 
of Labor convention, a reporter Sunday

D. D., of 
Brookly n, N. Y ., 
addressed a largo 
congregation at the 
New England Con­ 
gregational church

on the relation of 
the Congregational 
church to the work 
of evangelization. 
He outlined 
the 
o. & PENTECOST, 
work of the evan­ 
gelist as that of the missionary to bring men 
into the church or to build new churches 
while it was the work of the pastor to care 
for the flock and. impart to it useful instruc­ 
tion. 
In thn present time the work of the 
evangelist had fallen into desuetude, and it 
was the duty of the church to revive it 
The 
work of the pastof and teacher liad been 
raag» M|ed *o « « to turn him from the import­ 
ance of mrangeltoation. 
It was a thankless 
task to poiilt out the faults of the Church, 
but figures illustrated the fact that as tho 
churches grew large and wealthy they ceased 
to become effieieftt hi pushing forward the 
work of the Lord.

dinary sized room infuse two handfuls of 
b ran, put in a b ag in half a gallon of b oiling 
water, pressing the b ag so that all the good­ 
ness of the b ran will to in the water. Dilute 
this water, and wash the m atting with a 
woolen or crash cloth, drying with another 
cloth immediately. By repeating this process 
every fortnight for a room that is much 
used, the m atting retains its good appearance 
and is kept perfectly clean.—Atlanta Con­ 
stitution.
